A recent su rv ey of kids (and parents) in cars by the 
Insu rance Insititu te for Hig hway Safety tu rned u p some 
distu rbing fig u res. The stu dy inv olv ed observ ations of 
8 ,8 93 children less than 10 y ears old in 5 ,05 0 cars in 
amu sement areas and shipping centers in Mary land, 
Massachu setts and Virg inia. 
It was fou nd that 82 per cent of the children were sitting 
or standing alone u nrestrained, 6 per cent were on 
someone’s lap restrained and 5 per cent were in restraint 
dev ices desig ned for children that either were not 
restrained themselv es or the children were not 
restrained within them. Another 1 per cent were u sing 
inadequ ate protectiv e dev ices. 
Ev en when parents who were driv ing had taken the 
initiativ e to fasten their seat belts, more than 75 per cent 
of their children were not restrained. 
“Stated differently ,” say s Institu te researcher Dr. 
Allan Williams, “parents transporting their own children 
on av erag e took better care of themselv es with crash 
restraints than of their own children.”

If a city takes water from a 
mu ddy riv er, cleans and pu rifies 
it for the u se of its residential 
and indu strial cu stomers and 
sends the separated dirt and 
other solid matter back into the 
riv er, it wou ld hardly seem to be 
g u ilty of pollu ting the riv er.

others in the water treatment 
field, was that the present en­ 
v ironmental 
effect 
of most 
treatment plant discharg es is 
“inconsequ ential” 
and 
that 
elimination of the discharg es 
wou ld produ ce “no noticeable 
benefit.” 
Howev er, if the federal Water 
Pollu tion Control Act is not 
chang ed, 
it 
warned, 
major 
constru ction 
and 
increased 
operating costs wou ld resu lt in 
su bstantially hig her water bills 
to u sers. 
Mu ch of the difficu lty , say s 
the 
AWWA, 
is 
that 
the 
Env ironmental 
Protection 
Ag ency wants to consider silts 
as pollu tants. They are not, the 
AWWA arg u es, nor are they 
cau sed by water treatment plant 
operations in the first place.

Unemploy ment,

problem here for centu ries, has 
all bu t v anished as U.S. com­ 
panies alone hav e created more 
than 5 ,000 jobs in three y ears. 
As one Scottish worker told 
USN&WR, “We’v e g ot to thank 
the Americans for a hell of alot.

PICKING YOUR STAND 
As 
the Wo rld Po pulatio n 
Co nference amply 
demo n­ 
strated, there are do zens o f 
way s to lo o k at wo rld po pulatio n 
pro blems. So me peo ple are 
mo re do gmatic than o thers; but 
each o f us ho lds beliefs that are 
co nditio ned to a large ex tent by 
ho w we see o urselv es in relatio n 
to the wo rld aro und us. 
Lay men are often confu sed by 
the bewildering array of ex pert 
opinions on popu lation issu es. 
Qu alified 
social 
scientists 
disag ree on su ch basic issu es as 
the optimu m rate of popu lation 
g rowth, the carry ing capacity of 
the earth, and the relationship of 
popu lation g rowth to resou rce 
distribu tion. 
It’s no wonder the av erag e 
newspaper reader is at a loss, if 
the sav ants are so div ided. 
Recently , RF Illu strated, a 
pu blication of the Rockefeller 
fou ndation, su ccinctly described 
the major schools of thou g ht on 
popu lation control. The au thor, 
Nick Eberstadt, a contribu ting 
editor, did su ch a g ood job of 
captu ring the essential points, 
that we thou g ht it u sefu l to pass 
them along to y ou . Eberstadt 
wrote: 
“The Malthu sians believ e that 
popu lation 
will 
inev itably 
ou tstrip food produ ction, no 
matter how mu ch is inv ested in 
family planning prog rams. They 
wou ld claim, for instance, that 
the United States’s Food for 
peace 
prog ram, 
which 
prev ented tens of millions of 
Indians from starv ing in the 
1965 drou g ht, did not actu ally 
help them becau se it permitted 
them to mu ltiply —and to starv e 
in ev en g reater nu mbers in the 
fu tu re. 
“The Neo-Malthu sians believ e 
that popu lation, left u nchecked, 
will ou tstrip food produ ction and 
u se u p resou rce reserv es, bu t 
that popu lation prog rams can 
check popu lation at acceptable 
lev els. They believ e that family 
size mu st be limited, throu g h 
coerciv e measu res if necessary . 
“Pronatalists believ e that the 
popu lation problem is not one of 
nu mbers; that it is rather one of 
u nder-ex ploitation of the world’s 
resou rces. British economist 
Wilfred 
Beckerman, 
for 
ex ample, 
su g g ests 
that 
by 
deforesting 
ju ng les 
and 
replang ing deserts the world 
cou ld- comfortably hold a 
popu lation of 60 billion people. 
“ The 
Dev elopmentalists’ 
slog an is ‘Take care of the 
people and the popu lation will 
take care of itself.’ They observ e 
that birth rates only fall 
sig nificantly when the standard 
of liv ing rises sig nificantly for 
the majority of people. Althou g h 
they encou rag e family planning , 
they reg ard it more as a health 
serv ice than a means of 
popu lation control. 
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“ Marx ists feel the po pulatio n 
pro blem is a misno mer: the real 
pro blem, they say , is that the 
wo rld’s reso urces are being 
wastefully and inequitably used, 
and 
if maldistributio n is 
co rrected the earth co uld 
co mfo rtably ho ld many mo re 
peo ple.” 
Fo r o urselv es, we can see 
so me lo gic in each o f these 
po sitio ns, 
altho ugh 
Becker- 
man’s 
suggestio n 
abo ut 
defo resting the jungles sto ps us 
co ld. 
What we wo uld like to see

ADVERTISING: ANTIDOTE 
FOR HIGH 
DRUG PRICES? 
The Federal Trade Com­ 
mission’s proposal to permit 
pharmacists to adv ertise the 
retail prices of prescription 
medicines, ev en as they now do 
the ov er-the-cou nter v ariety , 
has drawn fire from the 
National Association of Retail 
Dru g g ists. 
The FTC is u nwitting ly pav ing 
the 
way 
for 
misleading 
prescription dru g adv ertising , 
charg es association president E. 
Boy d Garrett. 
Differences in prescription 
dru g prices more often than not 
correspond to a g enu ine dif­ 
ference in the v alu e of what the 
consu mer receiv es, he say s. For 
ex ample, so-called competitiv e 
prescription pricing by the hu g e 
corporate 
chains 
and 
discou nters is based u pon v ir­ 
tu ally au tomatic dispensing of 
dru g s by a hard pressed 
pharmacist who is so bu sy 
meeting a prescription qu ota 
that he may not ev en hav e time 
to meet the cu stomer. 
On 
the 
other 
hand, 
prescription prices charg ed by 
independent 
pharmacists 
in­ 
clu de professional serv ices su ch 
as cou nselling the cu stomer on 
the proper u se of medication, 
maintenance of cu stomers’ dru g 
profiles, 
working 
with 


phy sicians to av o id adv erse 
drug interactio ns, emergency 
after-ho urs serv ice and deliv ery 
to shut-ins. 
“ The perso n who buy s a 
prescriptio n drug pro duct is no t 
just a custo mer, but actually a 
patient who requires phar­ 
maceutical health care ser­ 
v ice,” say s parrett. 
He makes a co unterpro po sal 
that the FTC require all 
prescriptio n price ads to carry a 
warning to co nsumers that 
bargain-price 
prescriptio ns 
witho ut pro fessio nal serv ices 
“ may be hazardo us to their 
health.” 
Many Americans no do ubt 
co nsider 
their 
neighbo rho o d 
pharmacist to be the medical 
partner o f their perso nal 
phy sician. Others may wo nder 
where they can find such a 
pharmacist. Still o thers may 
co nsider 
the 
dispensing 
o f 
medical adv ice to be the 
pro v ince o f the phy sician. 
Bu t the central qu estion here 
is that of freedom of choice. 
The person who is willing to 
pay for “professional serv ices” 
and other conv eniences along 
with the prescription he bu y s 
shou ld be permitted to do so, and 
the dru g g ist who dev otes special 
attention 
to 
his 
cu stomers 
shou ld of cou rse be free to ad­ 
v ertise that fact. 
Bu t it wou ld also seem that the 
person who merely wants a 
prescription at the lowest 
possible price, withou t any 
frills, shou ld be enabled to do 
comparison shopping in this 
field as he does in any other. 
In any ev ent, 
the phar­ 
maceu tical indu stry has been 
hard pressed to ju stify the ex ­ 
tremely 
wide discrepancies 
that hav e been fou nd between 
the prices charg ed by in­ 
dependent 
and 
discou nt 
dru g g ists for the v ery same 
dru g —in some cases as mu ch as 
sev eral hu ndred per cent. For 
those dependent u pon reg u lar 
medication, this cou ld amou nt to 
a sizeable difference in their 
bu dg ets. The FTC estimates 
that competitiv e prescription 
dru g adv ertising cou ld sav e 
consu mers $130 million a y ear. 
According 
to 
Garrett, 
howev er, ju st as bad money 
driv es ou t g ood, independent 
pharmacists will be oblig ed by 
economic factors to limit their 
serv ices, or allow the chain 
stores to driv e them ou t of 
bu siness. 
The laws ag ainst adv ertising 
prescription dru g prices now in 
force in 33 states were enacted 
to protect consu mers, not to 
oppress them, he say s, warning 
that “the pu blicity attendant 
u pon abolishing these laws will 
lu ll American consu mers into 
believ ing that they are protected 
ag ainst 
being 
ov ercharg ed, 
when in fact they will be u n­ 
derserv iced.” 
A g reat many Americans may 
be willing to take that risk.

WASHINGTON - In an earlier 
colu mn, we named Anastasio 
Somoza, the 
Big Banana of

Ou r conclu sion was based on 
docu ments, written in Spanish 
and smu g g led ou t of Nicarag u a, 
which we compared with secret 
U.S. records. 
The Somoza family has 
acqu ired, incredibly , half the 
priv ate property in this little 
nation. Their farm acreag e 
alone is rou g hly equ iv alent in 
size to the entire repu blic of El 
Salv ador. 
Their enormou s wealth has 
been 
squ eezed 
ou t of im­ 
pov erished 
su bjects, 
whose 
av erag e pay isa meag er 30 cents 
an hou r. Nicarag u ans can’t tu rn 
arou nd withou t contribu ting to 
the Somoza fortu ne. The die-. 
tator rakes off a profit from the 
food they eat, the clothes they 
wear, the hou ses they liv e in, the 
banks they borrow from. 
No enterprise is too small to 
escape Somoza’s g rasp. He has 
an interest in distilleries, su g ar 
mills, cement factories, meat 
packing plants, hog and cattle 
farms, 
cig arette 
and 
cig ar 
produ ction, professional sports, 
recreation spas, 
recording 
companies, g rav el ag encies, the 
national airline, hotels, hou ses 
of prostitu tion, salt plants and 
shoe factories. 
The dictator ev en takes blood 
from his cou ntry men at $5 for 
half a liter and sells it abroad for 
$35 a liter. He made a personal 
v isit to Haiti in 1971 to see how 
the bloodsu ckers there operate. 
In 1955, 
the family was 
g ranted the “rig hts” to ev ery 
telev ision 
channel in 
the 
cou ntry . 
For 
fiv e 
y ears 
thereafter, they held ex clu siv e 
rig hts to import telev ision sets. 
They also own a nu mber of radio 
stations. 
Their properties rang e from 


teeming slu ms to a metal 
company , 
which 
produ ces 
g alv anized steel, rou nd iron and 


metal 
stru ctu res. 
Another 
-Somoza plant makes the cement 
that is u sed to pav e the street? of 
Manag u a. 
Each y ear the dictator raises 
abou t $4 million for his political 
party , the Nationalist Liberal 
Party ,throu g h forced donations 
from g ov ernment employ ees. 
They don’t hav e to worry abou t 
the paperwork; the pay ments 
are 
au tomatically 
dedu cted 
from their pay checks. 
Many are also compelled to 
cou g h u p donations for banqu ets 
in Somoza’s honor and, each 
December, they “contribu te” 
abou t $100,000 in g ifts for his 
birthday . 
The dictator has also planted 
relativ es in choice jobs, where 
they , too, hav e g rown rich. His 
brother, Joe, is the Army ’s 
powerfu l Inspector General. An 
u ncle ru ns the nation’s power 
and lig ht company . 
A cou sin is president of IN- 
FONAC, a national dev elopment 
institu te set u p to fu nnel foreig n 
aid and commercial loans into 
family 
enterprises. 
Another 
cou sin is editor of the family 
newspaper, which 
all state 
employ ees 
are requ ired 
to 
su bscribe to. 
Somoza’s 
brother-in-law, 
Gu illermo 
Sev illa-Sacasa, is 
the Nicarag u an ambassador in 
Washing ton where he is widely 
reg arded as the most pompou s 
person in town. He also holds the 
world record, no dou bt, for 
attending parties. 
The dictator’s wife, Hope 
Portocarrero de Somoza, is an 
American citizen. This hasn’t 
prev ented her from holding 
down two top g ov ernment 
positions. It is strictly ag ainst 
U.S. law for American citizens 
to hold office in foreig n 
g ov ernments, bu t she has 
manag ed somehow to g et 
arou nd it. 
Like his wife, 
Somoza’s 
mistress, Dinorah Sampson, is 
also a power in Nicarag u a. She 
controls the nominations to 


v ariou s pu blic offices and does a 
thriv ing bu siness on the side-in 
contraband clothing and jewels. 
Footnote: 
We hav e made 
repeated attempts to reach a 
responsible official at the 
Nicarag u an 
embassy 
for 
comment and rebu ttal. We were 
told that no one was av ailable to 
talk to u s.

ITS WAY

Many people are still not too 
clear abou t what ex actly is 
happening 
with 
the 
g old 
reserv es in the United States. It 
appears 
from 
what 
the 
President has said, and what the 
secretary of the treasu ry has 
tried to do, that the situ ation is 
seriou s. 
Nothing cou ld dramatize the 
plig ht better than what has 
happened in Lov lost-by -the-Sea, 
the tiny Eu ropean cou ntry that 
has been a bu lwark ag ainst 
commu ism and a friend of the 
United States since the early 
day s of 1946. 
As ev ery one knows, Lov lost 
was on the side of the Germans 
in World War II and was 
therefore entitled to immediate 
financial aid from the United 
States once the hostilities had 
ceased. 
Since 1946 Americans hav e 
pou red in $150 million u ntil 
today she has one of the strong est 
economies in Western Eu rope. 
Ju st before the Marshall Plan 
went 
into 
effect, 
Lov lost’s 
cu rrency , which is known as the 
“bardot,” 
was one of the 
weakest in the world and it took 
500 bardots to make a dollar. 
Now it takes 5 00 dollars to equ al 
one bardot. 
It is this streng thening of the 
bardot that has cau sed a drain 
on the U.S. g old reserv es. 
To 
make 
matters worse, 
Lov lost is a v ital link in the 
chain of Western Eu ropean 
defenses, and it has the only 
carrier pig eon station in NATO. 
While the bodies of the pig eons 
can be handled by Lov lost, only 
the beaks may be tou ched by the 
Americans. It is for this reason 
that American troops, a priv ate 
and a corporal, hav e been 
stationed in Lov lost. 
When President Eisenhower 
pu t ou t his edict that Army 
dependents had to come home, it 
raised a bitter fu ss in Lov lost. 
The corporal, wiio had a wife 
with him, said nothing as he was 
carry ing on with a g irl from 


Lov lost. Bu t the priv ate, who 
was u nmarried, was fu riou s 
becau se he was in lov e with the 
corporal’s wife. 
The priv ate protested to the 
secretary of defense, pointing 
ou t that if the corporal’s wife 
was sent home morale among 
the U.S. forces in Lov lost wou ld 
g o to hell. Bu t while the 
secretary was sy mpathetic, he 
said that no matter how noble 
the cau se “no ex ceptions cou ld 
be made.” 
The first step in America’s 
dramatic effort to ha It the flow 
of g old to Lov lost was made. 
The nex t step was ev en more 
dramatic. The Army PX in 
Lov lost, one of the larg est in 
Eu rope with 500 civ ilian em­ 
ploy ees, was forbidden to sell 
Scotch, Canadian, whisky or 
French Champag ne. Since the 
corporal drank beer and the 
priv ate made his own from 
raisins, not too mu ch of a sav ing 
was made there. Bu t as Pen­ 
tag on officials ex plained, if the 
corporal was promoted to 
serg eant 
he 
“mig ht” 
start __ 
drinking Scotch, and TT was 
better to lock the bam door 
before the horse was stolen. 
The third step was by far the 
most dramatic. The President 
decided to send the assistant 
secretary of state for Lov lost 
affairs to plead with the Lov lost 
prime minister to pay for the 
costs of maintaining American 
troops in Lov lost. 
In one of the worst slaps to 
American prestig e, the prime 
minister tu rned down the 
assistant secretary flat and 
said, “Thanks to American aid, 
the bardot is now the strong est 
cu rrency in the world. If we 
helped share the military 
bu rden, the bardot wou ld be 
weakened ag ain and then we 
wou ld hav e to ask for an in­ 
crease in American dollar aid, 
something we don’t want to do, 
as y ou y ou rself say the dollar is 
in trou ble.”

SAFETY FIRST 
AND FOREMOST 
A recent survey of kids (and parents) in cars by the 
Insurance Insititute for Highway Safety turned up some 
disturbing figures. The study involved observations of 
8,893 children less than 10 years old in 5,050 cars in 
amusement areas and shipping centers in Maryland, 
Massachusetts and Virginia. 
It was found that 82 per cent of the children were sitting 
or standing alone unrestrained, 6 per cent were on 
someone’s lap restrained and 5 per cent were in restraint 
devices designed for children that either were not 
restrained themselves or the children were not 
restrained within them. Another 1 per cent were using 
inadequate protective devices. 
Even when parents who were driving had taken the 
initiative to fasten their seat belts, more than 75 per cent 
of their children were not restrained. 
“Stated differently,” says Institute researcher Dr. 
Allan Williams, “parents transporting their own children 
on average took better care of themselves with crash 
restraints than of their own children.” 
Why this is so is more than a question of safety. (In 1973, 
2,740 children under the age of 15 were killed in motor 
vehicle accidents.) Questions about the legal liability of 
parents and other drivers for damages might arise in the 
case of injury to unrestrained children in a crash, says 
Williams.

SILT OR POLLUTANT? 
A MATTER OF DEFINITION 
If a city takes water from a 
muddy river, cleans and purifies 
it for the use of its residential 
and industrial customers and 
sends the separated dirt and 
other solid matter back into the 
river, it would hardly seem to be 
guilty of polluting the river. 
Yet it would in the eyes of the 
Environm ental 
Protection 
Agency. 
Or so claims 
the 
American Water Works Assn. in 
a 
hefty, 
three-inch

document it presented the other 
day in the House Public Works 
Subcommittee on Investigation 
and Review. 
The 
central 
theme of 
17 
separate exhibits offered by the 
AWWA, 
an 
organization 
representing some 30,000 public 
and private water utilities and 
others in the water treatment 
field, was that the present en­ 
vironmental 
effect 
of 
most 
treatment plant discharges is 
“inconsequential” 
and 
that 
elimination of the discharges 
would produce "no noticeable 
benefit.” 
However, if the federal Water 
Pollution Control Act is not 
changed, 
it 
warned, 
major 
construction 
and 
increased 
operating costs would result in 
substantially higher water bills 
to users. 
Much of the difficulty, says 
the 
AWWA, 
is 
that 
the 
Environm ental 
Protection 
Agency wants to consider silts 
as pollutants. They are not, the 
AWWA argues, nor are they 
caused by water treatment plant 
operations in the first place. 
“Treatment plant removal is 
only a temporary separation of 
the 
sediment 
from 
treated 
water,” says one portion of the 
AWWA 
report. 
“ It is then 
returned to the original water 
course 
with 
no 
discernible 
change in sediment content of 
the surface waters.” 
Calling 
blanket 
regulation 
impractical, 
the 
association 
m aintains 
that 
effluent 
discharge guidelines must be 
flexible and related to the 
quality of the streams that 
re c e iv e 
th e 
discharges—stringent 
where

stream conditions allow. And 
where no measurable effect on 
stream quality is found, no 
controls should be necessary.

No enterprise is too small to 
escape Somoza’s grasp. He has 
an interest in distilleries, sugar 
mills, cement factories, meat 
packing plants, hog and cattle 
farms, 
cigarette 
and

production, professional sports, 
recreation 
spas, 
recording 
companies, gravel agencies, the 
national airline, hotels, houses 
of prostitution, salt plants and 
shoe factories. 
The dictator even takes blood 
from his countrymen at $5 for 
half a liter and sells it abroad for 
$35 a liter. He made a personal 
visit to Haiti in 1971 to see how 
the bloodsuckers there operate.

The dictator’s wife, 
Hope 
Portocarrero de Somoza, is an 
American citizen. This hasn’t 
prevented her from holding 
down two top government 
positions.

but she has 
managed 
somehow 
to get 
around it. 
Like his wife, 
Somoza’s 
mistress, Dinorah Sampson, is 
also a power in Nicaragua. She

PICKING YOUR STAND 
As 
the 
World 
Population 
Conference 
amply 
demon­ 
strated, there are dozens of 
ways to look at world population 
problems. 
Some people are 
more dogmatic than others; but 
each of us holds beliefs that are 
conditioned to a large extent by 
how we see ourselves in relation 
to the world around us. 
Laymen are often confused by 
the bewildering array of expert 
opinions on population issues. 
Qualified 
social 
scientists 
disagree on such basic issues as 
the optimum rate of population 
growth, the carrying capacity of 
the earth, and the relationship of 
population growth to resource 
distribution. 
It’s no wonder the average 
newspaper reader is at a loss, if 
the savants are so divided. 
Recently, 
RF Illustrated, 
a 
publication of the Rockefeller 
foundation, succinctly described 
the major schools of thought on 
population control. The author, 
Nick Eberstadt, a contributing 
editor, did such a good job of 
capturing the essential points, 
that we thought it useful to pass 
them along to you. Eberstadt 
wrote: 
“The Malthusians believe that 
population 
will 
inevitably 
outstrip food production, no 
matter how much is invested in 
family planning programs. They 
would claim, for instance, that 
the United States’s Food for 
peace 
program , 
which 
prevented tens of millions of 
Indians from starving in the 
1965 drought, did not actually 
help them because it permitted 
them to multiply—and to starve 
in even greater numbers in the 
future.

DRUG PRICES? 
The 
Federal 
Trade 
Com­ 
mission’s proposal to permit 
pharmacists to advertise the 
retail 
prices of prescription 
medicines, even as they now do

over-the-counter variety,

fire from

LOVLOST FINDS 
ITS WAY 


(N othing 
seem s 
to 
have 
changed in the last 20 yers as 
proved by this column which 
Mr. Buchwald wrote when he 
was living in Europe.) 


Many people are still not too 
clear about what exactly is 
happening 
with 
the 
gold 
reserves in the United States. It 
appears 
from 
what 
the 
President has said, and what the 
secretary of the treasury has 
tried to do, that the situation is 
serious. 
Nothing could dramatize the 
plight better than what has 
happened in Lovlost-by-the-Sea, 
the tiny European country that 
has been a bulwark against 
commuism and a friend of the 
United States since the early 
days of 1946. 
As everyone knows, Lovlost 
was on the side of the Germans 
in World War II and was 
therefore entitled to immediate 
financial aid from the United 
States once the hostilities had 
ceased. 
Since 1946 Americans have 
poured in $150 million until 
today she has one of the strangest 
economies in Western Europe. 
Just before the Marshall Plan 
went 
into 
effect, 
Lovlost’s 
currency, which is known as the 
“bardot,” 
was 
one 
of 
the 
weakest in the world and it took 
500 bardots to make a dollar. 
Now it takes 500 dollars to equal 
one bardot. 
It is this strengthening of the 
bardot that has caused a drain 
on the U.S. gold reserves. 
To 
make 
matters 
worse, 
Lovlost is a vital link in the 
chain of Western European 
defenses, and it has the only 
carrier pigeon station in NATO. 
While the bodies of the pigeons 
can be handled by Lovlost, only 
the beaks may be touched by the 
Americans. It is for this reason 
that American troops, a private 
and a corporal, have been 
stationed in Lovlost. 
When President Eisenhower 
put out his edict that Army 
dependents had to come home, it 
raised a bitter fuss in Lovlost, 
The corporal, who had a wife 
with him, said nothing as he was 
carrying on with a girl from 


physicians to avoid adverse 
drug interactions, emergency 
after-hours service and delivery 
to shut-ins. 
“The person who buys a 
prescription drug product is not 
just a customer, but actually a 
patient 
who 
requires 
phar­ 
maceutical 
health care ser­ 
vice,” says £arrett.

should of course be free to ad­ 
vertise that fact. 
But it would also seem that the 
person who merely wants a 
prescription at the lowest 
possible 
price, 
without 
any 
frills, should be enabled to do 
comparison shopping in this 
field as he does in any other. 
In 
any 
event, 
the 
phar­ 
maceutical industry has been 
hard pressed to justify the ex­ 
tremely 
wide discrepancies 
that have been found between 
the 
prices 
charged 
by 
in­ 
dependent 
and 
discount 
druggists for the very same 
drug—in some cases as much as 
several hundred per cent. For 
those dependent upon regular 
medication, this could amount to 
a sizeable difference in their 
budgets. The FTC estimates 
that competitive prescription 
drug advertising could save 
consumers $130 million a year. 
According 
to 
G arrett, 
however, just as bad money 
drives out good, independent 
pharmacists will be obliged by 
economic factors to limit their 
services, or allow the chain 
stores to drive them out of 
business. 
The laws against advertising 
prescription drug prices now in 
force in 33 states were enacted 
to protect consumers, not to 
oppress them, he says, warning 
that “the publicity attendant 
upon abolishing these laws will 
lull American consumers into 
believing that they are protected 
against

overcharged, 
when in fact they will be un­ 
derserviced.”

If we 
helped share the m ilitary 
burden, the bardot would be 
weakened again and then we 
would have to ask for an in­ 
crease in American dollar aid, 
something we don’t want to do, 
as you yourself say the dollar is 
in trouble.” 
The only thing that came out 
of the assistant secretary’s visit 
is that everyone in Lovlost 
started to panic and exchange 
dollars or Spanish pesetas. 
But as the assistant secretary 
pointed out when he got home, 
“Lovlost is now aware of our 
situation, and for that reason 
alone my trip was worthwhile.”

The policy for free and reduced prices in area school districts for 
children unable to pay the full price of meals and extra milk served 
under the national school lunch, school breakfast and special milk 
programs has been announced.

Children from families whose income is at or below those shown 
are eligible for free meals and free extra milk, or reduced price 
meals. In addition, families not meeting this criteria but with other 
unusual expenses due to unusually high medical expenses, shelter 
costs in excess of 30 per cent of income, special education expenses 
due to the mental or physical condition of a child, and disaster or 
casualty losses are urged to apply.

COLUMBIA, Mo. (A P) - A 
team of researchers went back 
to talk to some people who al­ 
ready were over 65 when they 
were interviewed in small Mis­ 
souri towns eight years ago. 
They found few left who are 
quite like them. 
“ They continue to maintain 
their independence, to rely on 
themselves as much as pos­ 
sible, to look on welfare as 
something to be avoided at all 
costs, to even reject aid offered 
by their children and to rely on 
those of their own age for 
friendships and associations.” 
These are the conclusions of 
Dr. C. T. Pihblad, professor 
emeritus 
of sociology; 
Dr. 
Richard Hessler, a member of 
the sociology faculty, and Har­ 
old Freshley, a research associ­ 
ate at the University of Mis­ 
souri at Columbia. 
They found a determination 
by these old people to live in 
their own homes, a loathing 
f 
institutional care and a hunger 
for contacts with friends. 
Among their specific sugges­ 


tions are systematic visits, bus 
trips and other outings, centers 
for art and crafts, visiting and 
discussions. 
About 1,700 persons over 65 
were interviewed in 1966 in 
Missouri towns with populations 
under 5,000. 
Interviewers for the Pihblad 
Hessler-Freshley team found 
568 survivors and were able to 
talk to 69 per cent. 
Now they averaged 80 years 
old; the oldest was 99. Almost 
all referred to themselves as 
middle-aged. 
About half of those 90 and 
older lived alone. Only 6 per 
cent of all those studied were in 
nursing or boarding homes. Ten 
per cent lived with children. 
More than half had a child 
within 10 miles. 
The tabulations showed 81 
per cent owned their homes. 
The houses averaged about half 
as old as their owners, and 
some were seedy. 
Over two-thirds reported So­ 
cial Security or other federal 
assistance was their only major 
source of income, and in eight 


years there had been some of 
erosion of their disdain of “ re­ 
lief.” 
Median incomes had risen to 
$2,216 for individuals, $3,235 for 
a couple. The figures eight 
years earlier were $1,302 and 
$2,179. 
Here are some other sugges­ 
tions the researchers made: 
— More medical help at 
home for those able to live at 
home. 
— Expand Medicaid (which 
fewer than one-third used) to 
include 
examinations 
which 
would prevent or relieve chron­ 
ic illnesses. 
— Elim inate stairs and 
steps. 
— Create a repair corps, 
ease credit for home improve­ 
ments. 
— A telephone network to 
keep tabs on the ill and handi­ 
capped.

Transportation 
to 
churches. 
— Library service. 
— A special column about 
and for older people in the local 
newspaper. 


“ Friendship and contact with 
friends may be more important 
to the well-being of the aged 
than is indicated by a simple 
count of contacts,” the re­ 
searchers said.

Children from families whose income is at or below those shown 
are eligible for free meals and free extra milk, or reduced price 
meals. In addition, families not meeting this criteria but with other 
unusual expenses due to unusually high medical expenses, shelter 
costs in excess of 30 per cent of income, special education expenses 
due to the mental or physical condition of a child, and disaster or 
casualty losses are urged to apply. 
They may do so by filling in the application forms sent home in a 
letter to parents.

COLUMBIA, Mo. (AP) - A 
team of researchers went back 
to talk to some people who al­ 
ready were over 65 when they 
were interviewed in small Mis­ 
souri towns eight years ago. 
They found few left who are 
quite like them. 
“ They continue to maintain 
their independence, to rely on 
themselves as much as pos­ 
sible, to look on welfare as 
something to be avoided at all 
costs, to even reject aid offered 
by their children and to rely on 
those of their own age for 
friendships and associations.” 
These are the conclusions of 
Dr. C. T. Pihblad, professor

They found a determination

discussions. 
About 1,700 persons over 65 
were interviewed in 1966 in 
Missouri towns with populations 
under 5,000. 
Interviewers for the Pihblad 
Hessler-Freshley team found 
568 survivors and were able to 
talk to 69 per cent. 
Now they averaged 80 years 
old; the oldest was 99. Almost 
all referred to themselves as 
middle-aged. 
About half of those 90 and 
older lived alone. Only 6 per 
cent of all those studied were in 
nursing or boarding homes. Ten 
per cent lived with children. 
More than half had a child 
within 10 miles. 
The tabulations showed 81 
per cent owned their homes. 
The houses averaged about half 
as old as their owners, and 
some were seedy. 
Over two-thirds reported So­ 
cial Security or other federal 
assistance was their only major 
source of income, and in eight 


years there had been some of 
erosion of their disdain of “ re­ 
lief.”

DEAR DR. LAMB - My girls 
became vegetarians a year ago. 
They were 13 and 11 years old. 
Both are very active, make 
average grades in school and 
haven’t slowed down at all. I 
must confess that although I am 
w orried about th eir being 
veggies, as they call it, I can’t 
find a single argument against 
their being veggies. They are 
both in good health and love 
vegetables, fruits, cheeses of 
all kinds, eggs, and I keep plen­ 
ty in the house. 
They feel strongly about this. 
A major factor in their decision 
not to eat meat is TV. The 
shows that make pet cows, pigs, 
chickens and other animals 
almost human and their love of 
animals makes them deplore 
the slaughter of animals. They 
think if they don’t eat meat they 
are not contributing to the 
slaughter of animals. 
I’m not sure why I ’m so 
worried or why I wish they 
would go back to being meat- 
eaters. I would like your un­ 
biased professional opinion. 
DEAR READER — It is hard 
to give up beliefs one was rais­ 
ed with. For years we have 
been told that eating meat was 
essential to good health. Meat 
is excellent food, but you can 
certainly live a healthy life 
without it. To do so, however, 
you m ust get an adequate 
amount of the right protein in 
your diet. Failure to have all 
the essential amino acids in suf­ 
ficient quantity can lead to 
stu n ted growth and poor 
development. The growth phase 
demands more protein than 
some other years.

Particularly for the growing 
years I like to see vegetarians 
include plenty of milk or its 
equivalent in the diet. To avoid 
too much saturated fat this can 
be fortified skim milk, or even 
the non-fat, dry milk powder 
used in cooking. 
A vegetarian can use more 
eggs than those who are heavy 
m eat e a te rs, b ecau se the 
vegetarian diet otherwise is 
usually low in cholesterol. 
Plants and their products con­ 
tain no cholesterol. Even so, I 
am not encouraging a large con­ 
sumption of egg yolks (the 
whites are fine), because many 
y o u ng p e op le h a v e high 
cholesterol levels according to 
recent surveys. 


Most cheese, except the cot­ 
tage or farmer cheese is very 
high in fat (about 80 per cent of 
its calories are fat), and about 
half of the fat is saturated fat. I 
do think that low fat cottage 
cheese is excellent for both pro­ 
tein and calcium. The milk, cot­ 
tage cheese and mature beans, 
if used in sufficient quantity, 
will provide adequate protein.

DEAR DR. LAMB — My girls 
became vegetarians a year ago. 
They were 13 and 11 years old 
Both are very active, make 
average grades in school and 
haven’t slowed down at all. I 
must confess that although I am 
w orried about th eir being 
veggies, as they call it, I can’t 
find a single argument against 
their being veggies. They are 
both in good health and love 
vegetables, fruits, cheeses of 
all kinds, eggs, and I keep plen­ 
ty in the house. 
They feel strongly about this. 
A major factor in their decision 
not to eat m eat is TV. The 
shows that make pet cows, pigs, 
chickens and other anim als 
almost human and their love of 
animals m akes them deplore 
the slaughter of animals. They 
think if they don’t eat m eat they 
are not contributing to the 
slaughter of animals. 
I’m not sure why I ’m so 
worried or why I wish they 
would go back to being meat- 
eaters. I would like your un­ 
biased professional opinion. 
DEAR READER — It is hard 
to give up beliefs one was rais­ 
ed with. For years we have 
been told that eating m eat was 
essential to good health. Meat 
is excellent food, but you can 
certainly live a healthy life 
without it. To do so, however, 
you m ust get an ad eq u ate 
amount of the right protein in 
your diet. Failure to have all 
the essential amino acids in suf­ 
ficient quantity can lead to 
stu n te d 
grow th and poor 
development. The growth phase 
dem ands m ore protein than 
some other years.

A vegetarian can use more 
eggs than those who are heavy 
m e a t e a te rs , b ec au se the 
vegetarian diet otherwise is 
usually low 
in cholesterol. 
Plants and their products con­ 
tain no cholesterol. Even so, I 
am not encouraging a large con­ 
sumption of egg yolks (the 
whites are fine), because many 
y o u n g p e o p l e h a v e hi gh 
cholesterol levels according to 
recent surveys. 


Most cheese, except the cot­ 
tage or farm er cheese is very 
high in fat (about 80 per cent of 
its calories are fat), and about 
half of the fat is saturated fat. I 
do think that low fat cottage 
cheese is excellent for both pro­ 
tein and calcium The milk, cot­ 
tage cheese and m ature beans, 
if used in sufficient quantity, 
will provide adequate protein. 


Vegetarians tend, as a group, 
to live longer than others in our 
modern society. Heart attacks 
and stro k es m ay occur an 
average of 10 years later.

v e g e t a r i a n s a r e h e a l t h - 
conscious and weigh less, don’t 
tend to smoke or have other bad 
habits.

Hike for jobless fund 
is expected in 1976 


JEFFERSON

(AP) — An across-the-board 
hike in employer contributions 
to the dwindling unemployment 
compensation trust fund will 
probably be recommended to 
the Missouri Legislature next 
January. 
A group of labor and business 
officials tentatively agreed to 
back that proposal Monday as 
well as one clarifying state law 
to allow federal loans in case 
the fund runs dry. 
The recommendations, which 
will be presented when the leg­ 
islature convenes in its regular 
session for immediate action, 
are aimed at heading off tem­ 
porary depletion of the fund in 
March as well as possible in-, 
solvency by the end of 1976. 
Coupled with a moritorium on 
any other legislation changing 
the 
unemployment 
com­ 
pensation law during the regu­ 
lar session, the short-range 
changes are also intended to 
give the business-labor panel 
time 
to 
work out a 
com­ 
prehensive revision of the en­ 
tire financing system so the 
fund’s future soundness will be 
guaranteed. 
The panel has been looking at 
the funding problems for the 
state’s jobless benefit programs 
since the end of the last legisla­ 
tive session when increased 
payments were enacted but no 
substantial boost in contribu­ 
tions to pay for them was au­ 
thorized. 


The 
combination 
of 
high 
unemployment and increased 
benefits as well as declining 
taxable payrolls due to layoffs 
has boosted payments from the 
fund well above the contribu­ 
tions made to support it. 
Although the exact amount of 
the contribution increase has 
not been determined, officials 
of the state’s Employment Se­ 
curity Division said it would 
probably have to be at least 1.5 
or 2 per cent. It would probably 
be in effect for 12 months. 
That amount would be added

During the 70-minute session, 
voices in the board room grew 
loud several times, and at one 
point the words “Winchester” 
and “Johns” could be heard in 
the hall.

It has also been reported that 
the board has expressed con­ 
tinued dissatisfaction with 
Weishar since early this year. 
Some 
of 
the 
dissatisfaction 
centers around Weishar’s desire 
to build a medical arts building, 
which the board does not con­ 
sider 
feasible, 
and 
his 
discussions 
with 
state 
legislators about a loss shown on 
the hospital’s financial records 
from 1974-75. 
Sources have indicated that 
Weishar and Dr. Marvin Powers 
met with State Rep. Robert 
Winchester, 
R-Rosiclare and 
State Sen. 
Gene Johns, D- 
Marion, in June to discuss the 
$32,000 loss. The discussion was 
held without the knowledge of 
the board, sources said. 
Dr. Powers confirmed that he 
and Weishar met with 
two 
state legislators and he said 
Weishar was concerned about a 
$53,000 shortage that was 
discovered 
this summer by 
hospital auditors. The auditors 
have said there are no vouchers 
to justify certain hospital ex­ 
penses. 
Grigsby has said the loss is the 
difference between what the 
hospital 
charged 
certain 
p 
atients and what Medicare is 
willing to pay. He said the loss is 
only $32,000 and will be reim­ 
bursed by Medicare by May 
1976, but until that time the 
hospital must carry the loss on 
its records. 
Before Weishar’s resignation 
was announced by the board 
.Thursday night, two executive 
sessions were held. When the 
meeting started, Grigsby said 
the board would be discussing 
personnel and requested that the 


board go into executive session. 
During the 70-minute session, 
voices in the board room grew 
loud several times, and at one 
point the words “Winchester” 
and “Johns” could be heard in 
the hall. After the session ended, 
a reporter was called back into 
the board room. 
Then board member Darrell 
L. Gustafson requested another 
executive session. This second 
closed-door meeting lasted 
about 10 minutes, after which 
Grigsby 
announced 
that 
Weishar 
had 
submitted 
his 
resignation. 
The resignation stated that 
“due to the many problems 
confronting 
the 
hospital,” 
Weishar felt that it would be in 
the best interest of all that he 
offer his regisnation, effective 
Aug. 15. Weishar said he “ex­ 
pressed his best wishes to the 
hospital” and he hoped for its 
continued success. Weishar will 
be given three week’s pay after 
leaving, one week vacation pay 
and two weeks severance pay. 
Grigsby 
said 
an 
interim 
committee, consisting of him­ 
self, 
Gustafson 
and 
John 
Tallman, will operate and ad­ 
minister the hospital until a new 
administrator can be found. The 
board will conduct a search for a 
new 
administrator, 
Grigsby 
said. 
The following board members 
voted to accept the resignation; 
Grigsby, Gustafson, Tallman, 
Curtis Bingham, Maudie Bell 
Hill, Dr. A. L. Robinson and 
Richard 
Dickerson. 
Board 
members Cleveland Forbes and 
Jack Bauer were not present. 
Grigsby 
said 
the 
board 
discussed “many problems in 
the hospital,” during the two 
executive sessions, but he would 
not 
elaborate 
on 
specific 
problems. 
The termination of Weishar as 
hospital administrator marks 
the 
fourth 
administrator to 
leave the hospital in two years 
Robert Meyer was the first 
administrator to work at the 
hospital 
after 
the 
Pulaski- 
Alexander Development Corp. 
purchased the facility in 1973. 
Meyer was followed by James 
Pede in January 1974, who was 
followed by Harvey Pettry later 
that year. 
Pettry 
served 
as 
interim 
administrator 
until 
October, 
when the board hired Weishar, 
who had been coordinator of 
hospitals 
for the Catholic 
Diocese of Peoria for more than 
20 years before he came to 
PADCO. 
When asked about his future 
plans, W'eishar said, “I just 
don’t know."
